Thus, besides 
the Hiiiooth haired forma, we have the

ous rosettes all over th* body. The 
long-haired cavles are not recom- 
mcnded for ordinary peta, as their 
coata need much care. The smooth- 
haired require less attention and 
make equally attractWe peta. They 
have the advantages of being eaaily 
kept anil of never biting when han- 
dled. However, It Is not advlaable to 
aublact pet animals of any aort to 
much handling or fondling. Kvea 
dogs and cats are alwaya the worse 
' \ for such treatment, and pet rabbits 
I or guinea pigs soon show the results 
' of much handling in their roughened 
'. coats and lark of sprlghtlineaa. Long- 
haired guinea pigs, especially if in- 
, tended tor ahow, require some han- 
' dllns. aince the hair has to be 
; brushed frequently. This la beat 
j done while the animal rests en a hlgb 
I shelf where It nead Ml tt Mi tmh 
\ Ing the brushing. 

i Guinea pigs are in much demand for 
I experimental use in the preparation, 
\ testing, and atandardlslng aerums and 
' antltuxlns. They are well adapted for 
thia purpose, being small and easily 
I handled. Their ua« in medical re- 
I search is steadily Increaaing and 
j some of the large institutions, nnable 
I to secure a steady supply of reliable 
! stock for their own puriHMea, have 
I set up brsadlng latabilrtiiiwitg •( 
their ow^n. 

Sometimes guinea pigs found In 
bird stores are unfit for laboratory 
fxperimcnta. They have been pre- 
i viously used for aerum or antitoxin 
I tests or may be the offspring of ani- 
j nials that have survived such teats. 
I I mIoss the dealer knows the source 
' from which the animals came and 
(an guarantee that they have never 
been us«d for experiments, he can 
rarely sell them to Institutions. Any 
breeder undertaking to supply animals 
to laboratories must give absolute as- 
surance aa t0 thejr auiUbillty for ex- 
periiuenta. Jf he can do tbla and fur 
nish the anlmala as needed, he should 
be able to command good prices for 
them and to eatabllah a permanent 
and lucrative btwlneaa. 

The chief enemy ot th* guinea pig 
is the common rat. Preventive meas- 
ures should be taken for the extermin- 
ation of rata; after they have thor- 
oughly established themselves about 
the i>reml8ea it la no eaay task. In a 
neighborhood that Is rat-iufeated, 
buildings intended for houaing guinea 
pigs should be made absolutely rat- 
proof. 

The rearing of guinea pigs requires 
no extraordinary knowledge and no 



inals. which are hardy and eaaily maa- 
bgod. They make interesting pets aud 
are useful food animala. The con- 
stantly increasing demand tor them in 
sctentiflc investigationa and medical 
research laaura a raadjr market tor 
reasoaabla aumbara at yrleaa that 
should b« raoMaaMttf* to ll* 
ducer.
